The purchase of the Proctor Garage by the Town has made a 
very suitable place to store much of the Town equipment. An 
electric stoker was added to the existing heating plant, making 
it possible to keep the interior of the building above freezing at 
all times. 

The Selectmen have collaborated with the Village Trustees 
in the purchase of a Chevrolet, 4 door sedan for the use of the 
Village PoHceman. This car is kept at the Proctor Garage when 
not in use. 

Because of the large infestation of Gypsy Moths, it seems 
necessary to carry out a very complete spraying of all roadside 
trees. Private trees should also be sprayed. Arrangement for 
such spraying can be made with the local tree surgeon firm. 

It has seemed best to change the hours for the Town Dump. 
The new schedule is printed on the inside back cover of this report. 

For the convenience of those who may wish to confer with 
the Selectmen, the Board will meet regularly in the Town Clerk's 
Office each Thursday at 7:00 P.M. instead of 5:00 P.M. as in the 
past.

This is our eighteenth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Proctor on State payments in your municipality of 
various ty])o« of assistance and welfare during 1953. 

The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
stable for three years but expenditures are larger by reason of 
increases in payments authorized by the Legislature and increases 
in cost of services, including rent. Funds for the support of these 
programs were derived from the Federal and State Governments. 
The towns and cities participated financially in two of the 
programs as indicated below. Administrative expenses for the 
four types of Public Assistance were about 4.4 percent, the lowest 
in the North Atlantic States and among the lowest in the nation.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



1953 

During 1953, a high incidence of Mumps was reported in 
Proctor. This was true throughout the state, statistics showing 
4,951 cases in all. Only a few cases of Chicken Pox were reported 
in Proctor, although the state showed a total of 3,598 cases. A 
few cases of Whooping Cough and German Measles were also 
reported. I wish to emphasize again, that though placarding is 
no longer used, communicable diseases are still quarantined, 
and the law requires that all must be reported to the local health 
oflScer, either by the physician or head of the family. 

Reports submitted by the water commissioner of routine 
checks and field inspection of the reservoir have shown the water 
to be wholesome and potable. 

The school health program has been successful again this 
year. Well conducted clinics have enabled many children who 
might not otherwise be immunized to be accorded this privilege. 
School children and pre-school children were examined and given 
immunizations against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, Tetanus 
and Smallpox. 

While the school lunch program does not come under the 
jurisdiction of the Health Officer, I note with great satisfaction 
the program as carried out in the Proctor High School, for it is an 
established fact that a nourishing, well balanced meal contributes 
much toward the health and well being of those taking advantage 
of it.
